DIFFICULTIES OF RE- 
ADJUSTMENT. 


To adapt these War-time develop- 
ments to the conditions e- peace, to re- 
adjust and modify them, would in itself 
have been difficult enough had inter- 
national trading relations remained as 
they were. International trading, 
however, received a jolt in the mush- 
room growth of small nations and high 
tariff walls. The world depression was 
a sequel, though not of tariff. walls 
alone. 

The peace treaties considerably in- 
creased the number of: independent 
States, virtually all of which were 
strongly protectionist, and tariffs be- 
came their popular weapon. The creed 
of self-sufficiency drew many devotees 
while currency fluctuations caused 
apprehension. 

Post-War inflation policies caused the 
collapse. of external and _ internal 
money values. Inflation may -have 
exercised an immediately stimulating 
influence on external trade by encourag- 
ing expenditure, and upon export trade 
by means of. the artificial cheapening of 
production; but its consequences 1n- 
cluded the damaging of confidence and 
credit. It caused the ruin of large 


sections of the middle classes, difficulty .

It»as a retreat to safe ground when 
we deal with the industries themselves. 
Irish goods in the past have won world- 
wide. reputations. Irish ships, linen, 
poplin, bacon, biscuits, stout, whiskey 
and horses are famous. Irish brains 
and Irish workmanship—assisted, even 
led, in some cases, by those of other 
countries, it must be admitted—have 
built up the commercial concerns behind 
the products named. With increased 
facilities for building upon a protected 
home market it is not improbable that 
other Irish concerns producing different 
goods will in course of time win as great 
reputations as the houses behind such 
things as stout, linen and biscuits. 


NOT ALL SUCCESSFUL. 


Our adventures into industry have 
produced some failures. There have 
been industrialists whose pristine 
ventures have been characterised more 
by optimism than acumen. SBut has 
the general result been satisfactory or 
disheartening? How have the older 
firms fared in the new conditions? Have 
they progressed or declined ? 

Let us seek an answer in the adver- 
tisements which have been included in 
these Home Products pages, and if we 
suggest that course it may not be in- 
appropriate to state that one significant 
aspect of this Home Products feature 
has been the preclusion from the 
editorial matter contained in the pages 
of any deliberate ‘‘ puff ’’ fox those who 
have advertised.

BLUE SHIRTS AND FREE 
SPEECH. 


Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY (U.I., Mayo 
South) said that there was absolutely no 
foundation in the allegation that the Blue 
Shirts received a subsidy. from outside the 
State. The Blue Shirts had nothing only 
irish money tc depend upon. The transport 
of the Blue Shirts to dilferent meetings was 
paid for out of the pockets of the people, and 
for any deputy to get up and insinuate, with. 
out a Posy sa of foundation, that Blue Shirts 
were subsidised by a foreign Power was a 
cowardly method of procedure, and Deputy 
Dowdall, who made the suggestion, was no 
credit even to the Fianna Fail Party. 

Why, he asked, should not time be given 
for the discussion of. this bill, and why 
should they not put down a great number of 
ameudments’ Surely, if ever there was a bill 
that should be discussed clause by cjause and 
sentence by sentence it was this measure, 
which, he said, was deliberately designed to 
create disturbance in the country. In that 
respect it was unique among bills—it was de- 
signed deliberately by the Executive Council 
to create disorder, and why should a measure 
of that kind not be fully and adequately dis- 
cussed ? 

Continuing, he said that the Blue Shirts and 
the League of Youth were the sole supporters 
that free speech had got in the country. ‘Take 
the Blue Shirts’ association away, and liberty 
of speech was gone, and they would be back 
in exactly the same position they were in 
before the organisation was founded. If they 
destroyed this association they would very 
quickly see that the Guards would be with- 
drawn from public meetings. _ Then there 
would he no public meetings and there would 
be no liberty of speech. They in the Opposi- 
tion party were fighting for liberty of speech, 
and for the right of the law-abiding citizen 
to join with his neighbour for a law-abiding 
purpose. They were fighting for the existence 
of human liberty in this country, and they 
did not think that the Fianna Fail Govern- 
ment would be able to kill those great prin- 
ciples at any time.

THE I.E.A. 

A statement had been made by Deputy. 
MacDermot, he said, that nobody on the 
Government benches had ever said that there 
was no eed for the I.R.A. and that it 
should not exist. 

There is no need for the I.R.A., said Mr. 
Lemass. It has been repeatedly pointed out 
that the maintenance and development of that 
organisation could have only one result— 
that was the fomentation of civil war. There 
was absolute political freedom for all sections 
in this country. Any political party, no 
matter how fantastic, that can convince the 
majority of the people of this State that 
they are entitled to an opportunity to try 
out that policy can, by constitutional means, 
get on these (the Government) benches, and 
get control of all the machinery of govern- 
ment, including the Army, police and the 
resources and arms in this country. That 
applies not merely to the F.R.A., but to 
the organisation of which Deputy MacDermot 
is a member, 

The Government were not going to take 
any risks with the Deputies opposite. and he 
would not accept Deputy MacDermot as 
speaking the mind of his Folk: wers. Jn other 
countries shirted partics had adopted a one 
party dictatorship. General O’Duffy, to 
judge by his speeches, had similar ideas in 
sis mind. The Government had at all times 
endeavoured to secure the even-handed 
administration of justice. The best proof of 
its success in maintaining the impartiality 
of the law was that it was attacked by both 
sides as being partial. They proposed to 


continue exercising the same impartiality. 
(Opposition laughter.) They proposed to 
administer the same Bail bivedind justice, 


and Depnties would be unable to complain 
that they would be treated differently from 
other law-breakers. 

“The Government is going to preserve 
with all the forces at its amend.” said 
Mr. Lemass, “' order at public meetings, and 
will guarantee to Deputies opposite the right 
of free speech—we won't even ask them to 
talk sense—provided that they don't talk 
sedition on the one hand and uamhan on 
the other.''

posed to trample underfoot still further 
those ideas by every line of this hill. 


The Government were prepared to. reject 
evcry amendment not put down by the 
Minister for Justice, and the Minister was 
not prepared to give even ten minutes ex- 
planation as to why auy of the amendments 
snould be rejected. t was not a comic 
amendment to try to put some restriction to 
prevent the whole stock of farmers being 
seized simply because someone was guilty of 
one of the manufactured crimes in this bill. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL asked was it 
in order for a Deputy to refer to manu 
factured crime in a bill. 

The DEPUTY-SPEAKER said that the 
expression might give rise to trouble, but he 
did not think it was out of order. 


THE RURAL POPULATION. 

Mr: MULCAHY said that there was no 
other way to describe things that were in the’ 
bill. One of the reasons for the uprise ol 
the Blue Shirt movement was that the rural 
population were prevented from going ovt to 
discuss their problems, and by this bill they 
were endeavuuring to further reduce them 
to economic disaster. The Minister tor 
Justice had said that the bill was necessary 
and urgent, and that there was an attack 
on the foundations of the State, but surely 
since last Thursday something of the urgency 
had passed, because the cook in the Detective 
Branch had been dismissed. Surely that gave 
some breathing space. 

On a division, the motion was carried by 
T1 votes to 53. 


COMMITTEE STAGE. 


DR. O’HIGGINS’S 
AMENDMENT. 


The Committee stage of the bill. was then 
proceeded with. 

Dr. O’HIGGINS (U.1., Leix-Offaly) moved 
an amendment to exclude from the opera- 
tions of the bill blue shirts, blouses, jackets 
or blazers beaving on the left breast the 
badye of the political organisation known as 
Fine Gaedheal (United Íreland). 

He said that he put down the amendment 
not in any hope that it would be carried, 
but that it would bring out quite clearly that 
the bill was designed for the simple purpose 
of victimising political opponents and in- 


peding the political machinery of the 
Opposition Party in the country. The 
reason why the bill was introduced was 
not because the Blue Shirt organisation 


was militaristically dangerous, but because 
the Blue Shirts and the Blue Shirt organisa- 
tion was politically successful. The bill was 
not to seve the State, but the Fianna Fail 
Party from political extermination. 

There was some. small justification last 
September, when the first lash of the Govern- 
ment whip fell on the backs of that organisa- 
tion. that decent-minded and impartial citizens 
might think that there was some real menace 
to the State, but every day and month since 
that had clearly proved to the impartially- 
minded that there was no menace to the State 
in the Blue Shirt movement; that, on the 
contrary, one of the props én which the 
Government should be proud to lean was the 
fibre and mentality of the types who made 
up the Blue Shirt organisation. 

In his few mumbled words that day the 
Minister had not ywoduced one scrap of 
evidence to justify the charge hurled against 
them last September, and in the absence of 
any such evidence they had the admission 
that there was none. Yet, in face of that, and 
in face of the Public Safety Act, they were 
now being asked to pass more legislation to 
make the country more unsafe, From the 
verv first ban every attempt had been made 
to try and drive the Blue Shirts into conflict 
with the authorities and into open defiance 
of the law. The Government tried to force 


the Blue Shirts to follow their own 
example, but, thanks to God and the 
courage of those who controlled the 
movement, the Government had failed 


dismally, and that failure to provoke the Blue 
Shirts into revolt had brovght tens and tens 
of thousands flock'ng into that movement, and 
now. because of the political sucress and the 
rapidly increasing strength of the organisa- 
tion, they were now to have another bill to 
make the very shirts on their backs illegal. 


PLEA FOR MORE CHRISTIANITY.

GOVERNMENT’S TERMS OF 


RECONSIDERATION, 


The MINISTER’ FOR JUSTICE said that 
as regards the change of mind on the Govern- 
ments part, for which Opposition speakers 
had asked, he was quite satisfied to have that 
serious measure reconsidered if the people 
on the other side of the House were prepared 
to give up wearing uniforms, The Govern- 
ment asked nothing more than that, He had 
already asked a number of times during the 
debate what was the secret of the blue shirt 
that they were so anxious to continue wearing 
it. A number of members of the Opposition 
had carried on the government of this coun- 
try for ten years without the assistance of 
blue shirts. It had never occurred to the 
present Government, when it was the Opposi- 
tion, to get some Contineutal dodge to help 
their policy. Nobody during the debate had 
suggested why the [Blue Shirts were so 
essential to the Opposition ; but if the Opposi- 
tion sent away its people on cruises, and they 
brought back these ideas, they must be pre- 
pared to be dealt with, as the Governments 
of other countries dealt with the Brown Shirts 
and Green Shirts, which were being copied. 
The Government had been accused of bringing 
in the bill merely to injure their particular 
political opponents, but it would enable them 
also to deal with any other people who got into 
political uniforms iu the Free State. 

“ We see írom reports in the papers.’ con- 
tinued the Minister, ‘‘ that a number of other 
people in the Free State are thinking of going 
out in some other garb. This bill can deal 
with them, or any persons other than servants 
of the State, who wear uniforms.”’

We must 
remember that, ‘more than any other 
Christian country, Germany in the past 


has been tolerant of the State’s control. 
She was the home of Erastianism, and, in 


Martin Luther’s view, good princes were 


Lords of the Church. Before the Great 
War the Evangelical Church in Germany 
was a department of the State, and the 
clergy were members of the bureaucracy. 
The sacrifices and calamities of the War 
wrought a profound change. A mighty 
revival of German patriotism and of that 
mysticism which is innate in the German 
character clamoured for stronger faith, and 
expressed its need in two ways. 
Christians were drawn more closely 
towards the ways of Christ. The mass of 
the people, however, turned for spiritual 
inspiration to the Nordic origins of their 
and folklore of the 
Teutonic legend. Soon the “ Aryan”’ 
doctrine was elevated to a creed, which 
has become the officia] creed of the State, 
and is in direct conflict with the teachings 
of Christ. Nazi-Socialism insists that the 
State must be supreme, and Herr Hitler 
has done nothing to check the advance of 
the new paganism. 


Sincere 


We may believe that 
he is not anxious to interfere with personal 
beliefs, but the totalitarian State must 
triumph. 

When Herr Hitler was an obscure 
agitator he was helped and sheltered by a 
Protestant pastor named Ludwig Miiller. 
To-day Dr. Miller, 
Primate, of the German Church, is the 
instrument of Nazi-Socialism’s will, His 
task is to subordinate the Church to poli- 
tical conceptions, and to secure that the 
unity of the nation shall be the basic law 
of the Church.. During recent months the 
Reichshischof has waged a fierce campaign 
against the 
Church, whose champions are some six

spiritual elements in the 
thousand brave and honest pastors. Many 
of these men, both bishops and simple 
ministers, he has dismissed from office, and 
he has filled most of the higher places in

taken the place of the Old Testament, and 
he interprets ‘‘ faith ’’ in terms of National- 
Socialist. politics. Recently the State 
decreed that the whole evangelistic Youth 
Movement of Germany, including some half 
million boys and girls, must be incor- 
porated in the Hitler Jugend; 
forward every one of these boys and girls 
will be required to put patriotism before 
faith. To all these tyrannies six thousand 
pastors and a minority of the German 
people continue to offer a resolute resist- 
ance. At present half-a-dozen free Synods 
throughout Germany, undismayed by the 
sternest forms of civil oppression, are 
proclaiming the independence of Christ's 
Kingdom.

The Cost of Housing. 


A note of warning was sounded yester- 
day before the Prices Commission, which 
met to take evidence upon the cost of 
building materials in the Free State.

the evidence of Mr. E. P. McCarron, 
Secretary to the Department of Local 
Government, suggest that there is reason 
to fear the growth of ‘‘ profiteering.’”’ Mr.

heavy tariffs on virtually every class of 
building materials, and tariffs offer many 
temptations to the “ profiteer.’”” He can 
employ them as an excuse to raise his 
prices, and he can use them similarly to 
maintain his prices at a high level when 
reductions reasonably could be made. 
There is no immediate cause, so far as 
we know, to believe that any of the 
builders’ providers in the Free State is 
making unscrupulous use of his new 
opportunities; but .Mr. McCarron’s de- 
partment is concerned to ensure that no 
use shall be made of them in the future. 
The Free State is committed to a pro- 
gramme of slum clearance which conteim- 
plates the expenditure of some £20,000,000, 
and wil] extend over a pericd of, roughly, 
ten years.

must not be delayed by any abuse or mal- 
practice. Its accomplishment, even at the 
cheapest cost of materials and labour, will 
be a sévere, though a praiseworthy, drain 
on the resources of the State.

The Department of Local 
Government has done well to demand this 
inquiry, if only as a precaution. We sug 
gest, however, that the scope of the inquiry 
could be’ widened so as to cover the 
general influence of tariffs upon the cost of 
building materials. Some builders’ pro- 


viders, indeed, may be tempted to turn 


dishonest pennies under cover of the 
tariffs; but it must not be forgotten that, 
even if no question of “' profiteering - 
should arise, the tariffs by themselves are 
bound to increase the cost of building.

England’s Birth-Rate. 


There are indications that the popula 
tion of Kngland and Wales, which is no 
longer. increasing at its accustomed rate, 
may become stationary in the course of a 
few years. The quarterly return of the 
Registrar-General shows that the birth- 
rate for the last three months of 1935 was 
only 12.8 per thousand, and that the rate 
for the whele year was 14.4 per thousand— 
the lowest ever recorded. This diminution 
has been operating steadily for the last five 
years. In order that we may understand 
its significance, comparison must be made 
with the death-rate and the marriage-rate, 
and there is no doubt that the decrease tn 
births is partly counterbalanced by a 
decrease in deaths; for improved modern 
conditions mean that people are living 
longer. Even under these conditions, how- 
ever, the increase of population is becom- 
ing slower. The births in the last 
quarter of 1933 exceeded the number ol 
deaths by only 7,828, whereas they were 
23,801 above it in the corresponding period 
of 1932. The births were 129,925 in the 
quarter under review—a decrease c! 10,342 
on the last quarter of the previous year— 
and the actual increase in population has 
sunk from 154,947 in 1932 to 84,300 in 
1933. As the percentage of marriages In 
1933 actually was higher than it was teu 
years before, the diminished increase 
evidently is due to changed conditions. 
The post War years have been difficult, 
and small families have been the result. 
But for the fact that emigration has 
become almost impossible, the population 
of England might be showing an actual 
decrease. The recent improvement in 
Britain’s trade and in her general economic 
position, however, may be reflected in the 
next returns. 


A Water Crisis 


The rain has come, and for once its 
arrival has evoked not a single «sumble. 
In the past we have been accustomed to 
regard it as an unpleasant, if necessary, 
phenomenon, and to wonder regretfully 
why our island should have been singled 
out as the place to which all the depres- 
sions from Iceland, and all the ridges of 
low pressure over the Atlantic, seemed to 
find their way. When last summer began 
with blue skies, we assured one another 
that they could not last, and, when it con- 
tinued in the same fashion, we congratu- 
lated ourselves on our good luck. When, 
however, a perfect summer was follow: 1 by 
a winter almost equally rainless, we began 
to have doubts; and, when “' February 
Fill-dyke ’’ belied its name, there were few 
of us who did not share the uneasiness 
which depleted reservoirs had long been 
causing to the municipal authorit'es. The 
heavy skies and glistening pavements of 
the last few days have brought hope instead 
of their accustomed gloom—the hope, so 
seldom expressed by Irishmen, that there 
will be more rain. Although a water crisis 
in Dublin may be avérted if the weather 
continues to be wet, we must point out that 
more than a few days, or even a few weeks, 
of rain will be necessary. The first 
showers have served merely to moisten 
the parched ground, and only a.compara- 
tively long spell will bring the much- 
needed water to our reservoirs. More 
harm than good will have been done by 
the rainfall of the last few days if 
citizens, imagining that the worst is now 
over, begin to waste water. For the 
present the need to conserve supplies 
remains an. urgent civic duty.

The Reverend William Lindsel) Shade, 
M.A.. died at Kilbrook, Fufield, vesterday, 
at the age of 68. He was educated at 
Dublin University, where he graduated with 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1896. He 
became a M A. in 1919. After his ordina- 
tion as a deacon in 1896. the Rev. Mr. Shade 
was appointed as Curate of Killorgliin, County 
Kerry, where he remained for two years 
before becoming a priest. He was Curate of 
Killarney until 1901, when he went to Castle- 
island as incumbent of the parish, afterwards 
becoming Rector of Kileornan until 1909. In 
that vear he was appointed as Diocesan 
Curate of Limerick and also Registrar of the 
United Diocese of Limerick, vacating the first 
post in 1911 to become Rector of Bruff and 
Rural Dean of Croom until 1916. After a 
period as Rector of Emlachtad, the Rev, Mr. 
Shade spent two years in Dublin, and after- 
wards spent some time as Curate of Wexford 
and later as Curate-in-Charve of Rannow and 
Duncormick. 


MR. M. J. BURKE. 

The death occurred suddenly last night of 
Mr. Martin J. Burke, Clerk of the Crown 
and Peace for County Antrim and Belfast. 
He attended his duties at the court, and on 
his way home called ‘to visit his mother in 
Strandtown. He subsequently left for his 
home in Sydetiham, and soon after his arrival 
there collapsed, and died about 7 o'clock. 

He was 61 years of age, and eldest son of 
the late Chevalier Burke. He was admitted 
a solicitor in 1898, and became an expert in 
Maritime Law, appearing in cases all over 
Ireland and in the House of Lords. On the 
death of Mr. H. N. McCormick, in 1914, he 
was appointed Clerk of the Crown and Peace 
for Antrim and Belfast. and local Registrar 
of Title. Mr. Burke is survived by his 
mother. wife, six brothers and three sisters. 


DR. W. STEVENSON. 


There is deep regret at the death of Dr. 
Walter Stevenson, dispensary medical officer 
and medical ofticer of health. Strabane, 
which took place yesterday evening as a 
result of septic poisoning, contracted in the 
discharge of his duties. Dr. Stevenson had 
been dispensary medical officer under the 
Board of Health for the past sixteen years, 
end was most popular among all creeds and. 
classes, and particularly popular among the 
poor, He was a son of the late Robert 
Stevenson, J.P., Main street, Strabane, and 
mariied a: daughter of the late Rev. Mr. 
Toland; Presbyterian minister.. He was a 
brother of Dr. William Stevenson, J.P., 
Strabane, and brother-in-law of W. P., 
Moody, solicitor, Strabane, and Edward 
Mark, solicitor, Strabane.

MR. EDWARD ARCHER. 


The death took place at Burlington, Grey 
stones, on Sunday last of Mr. Edward 
Archer, who was 86 vears of age. Mr. Archer 
was well known in the locality for his very 
retentive memory and: was versed in the 
historv of Greystones and its environs. He 
saw the first train run around Bray Head 
nearly eighty years ago, and remembered the 
accident in which the train was thrown off 
the line and plunged down the cliff face. He 
acted as a swimming instructor at one time 
and held the medal of the Roval Humane 
Society, and also the Honour Vellum of that 
body, for his gallantry in saving life from 
drowning. 

Mr. Archer was associated with the Grey 
stones lifeboat from the time of its inception, 
and was appointed coxswain after a previous 
holder of that post had been drowned 
together with two other members of the crew 
in the storm of October, 1892. When the life- 
boat was removed from Greystones the Royal 
National Lifeboat Institution made Mr, 
Archer a special presentation. He leaves a 
widow, four sons and one daughter. 


MR. FRANK TATLOW. 

Mr. Frank ‘Tactlow, who retired from the 
ceneral managership of the old Midland 
Railway in 1923, when the Midland Railway 
became part of the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway, died yesterday at his home 
at Duffield, near Derby. He had risen to 
the position of manayer from that of junior 
clerk, having entered the service nearly sixty 
years ago.

Large crowds lined the route’ from 
Buckingham Palace to St. James’s Valace 
this morning, and warmly cheered the 
King, though bad weather marred the 
pageantry which usually attends the 
holding of the first Levée of the season. 
Owing to the rain there was no escort of 
Life Guards, and the King, attended by 
Lord Granard, drove in his State carriage, 
escorted only by mounted police. Inside 
St. James’s Palace the scene was one of 
great brilliance; the Yeomen of the Guard 
and the Honourable Corps of Gentlemen- 
at-Arms lined the great staircase and the 
State rooms, and there was a fine display 
of uniforms. There was a big attendance, 
as is usual at the first Levée, and among 
those present were the Prince of Wales and 


the Duke of York. 


Firearms. 


The regulations with regard to the carry- 
ing of firearms are likely to be 
strengthened in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the Home Office Committee, 
which has been reviewing the subject. 
During the past week a considerable 
amount of evidence has been taken, and 
some of it proved to be of a disturbing 
character, while the police submitted some 
rather alarming exhibits. One of these 
was a deadly fountain pen, which, while 
looking perfectly harmless, is capable of 
firing a bullet which will kill a man at 
close range. Many weapons were given up 
at the request of Lord Trenchard last-year, 
but it is thought that there are still 
thousands of revolvers in the hands of 
people who ought not to be trusted with 
them; and one result of the committee's 
recommendations may be a bill making it a 
penal offence to carry firearms without a 
licence. 


The Cost of the League. 


The League of Nations daily grows more 
expensive to this country. Mr. Anthony 
Eden announces that defaults in the con- 
tributions of member States now amount 
to 29,401,856.41 gold francs, representing 
an increase in the total defaults of just 
under six million gold francs within the 
last year. In view of the fact that Great 
Britain regularly pays her quota of the 
expenses, it can be seen that before long 
she will be the main supporter of Geneva 
and all its works. The utility of the 
League in cases of real necessity seems 
dubious when one realises that the corm- 
misston- which was sent out to negotiate 
peace between Veru and Bolivia in the 
Chaco War will sail for Europe on’ Thurs 
day, having abandoned all further efforts. 


A New Air Service. 


The Air Ministry has! consented to the 
operation of a daily air service between 
Liverpool and Amsterda.r, via Hall, 
which will begin on June Ist next, ani 
will be run by a Dutch air transport 
company. There will be a service in each 
direction daily, and the new route will 
Ean direct communication across the 
North Sea to the North of England for 
passengers, Íreight and mail. It is antic: 
pated that there will be a<great saving 
oi time over the present system, by which 
air travellers between the Continent and 
the North must begin or end their air 
journeys at Croydon. The Ministry's per- 
mission for the operation of the Liver- 
pool-FHull section of the service is limited 
to a period of seven months, and appli- 
cation for renewal must be made if the 
service is to continue next year. This 
point is of interest ; for it is proposed to 
extend the service to Belfast. so that 
business men may be able to travel from 


Ireland and to reach Germany, Sweden, | 


Holland and Denmark on the day of their 
departure. A Manchester firm of trans- 
port contractors has inaugurated a freight 
air line between Manchester and London. 
The service—operated daily by machines 
capable of a cruising speed of 160 miles 
an hour, and of carrying a ton of freight 
—is the first of its kind in Great Britain.

VARIATION OF TAX ON 
RUBBER SHOES.

Iwo new orders were issued last even- 
ng under the Free State Emergency Im- 
position of Duties Act. 

One of these imposed a tax of Is. per 

on all honey, including artificial honey, 
‘ported into the Free State on or after 
March 14, 1934. 

| lhe object of this order is to conserve 
ihe market and encourage the production 
of native honey. 

The second order sets out that in re- 
spect of all shoes which are imported into 
the Free State on of after the 14th day 
of March, 1934, and of which the soles 
are made wholly or. partly of rubber, or of 
a material which, in the opinion of the 
evenue © Commissioners, is artificial 
hubber, or an imitation of rubber, or con- 
Iain rubber as an ingredient, and of 
‘hich the uppers are not made wholly or 
mainly of leather and skin or either of 
them, there shall be charged a duty of 6d. 
per shoe—that is, 1s. a pair, or, if the 

existing rate of 20 per cent. does not pro- 
duce 6d. per shoe, or ls. per pair, there 
shall be imposed a minimum rate of 6d. 
per shoe, or 1s. per pair. 

Where the duty is at a flat rate of

WHILE the agenda of the Danubian 


Conference, which opens in Rome 
to-day, has not been. communicated to 
the British Government, Reuter. under- 
stands that London views with favour 
the objects of the conference as laid down 
in Rome. 

It welcomes all efforts to rehabilitate 
the Danubian Basin, provided that they 
are not of a nature that might lead to 
controversial political consequences. 

If and when the precise nature of the 
Italian Danubian plan becomes known in 
London it will be examined with interest 
and sympathy. 

It will be remembered that at the 
Danubian Conference which was held in 
London in 1932 the British Government 
was disposed to waive its most-favoured- 
nation rights in respect of the Danubian 
countries at that time involved, in order 
to further the agreement which was pro- 
posed. 

It is gathered that the background of 
British policy remains the same now as 
then, and that a welcome wil! be extended 
fo any plan for economic rchabilitation 
which does not contain the germ of poli- 
tical unrest. 


FRANCE AND ITS ALLIES, 


Reuter’s Diplomatic Correspondent fur- 
ther understands that the French Govern- 


} ment favours the objects of the Rome 


Conference in principle, and that this at- 
titude will probably suffice to clear cis | 
some of the misunderstandings which 
arose at the outset in the Little Entente 
countries. 

Great cordiality marked the long talk 
between Signor Mussolini and General 
Goemboes, the Hungarian Prime Minister, 
which took place in Rome yesterday. The 
interview lasted an hour and a half, 
telegraphs Reuter’s Correspondent there. 

The third party to 
Chancellor Dollfuss, of Austria, arrived 
last evening, and all is now in readiness 
for taking up in earnest to-day the vita] 
question of how best the economic restora- 
tion of the Danubian States can be 
achieved. 

Dr. Dollfuss was met at the station by 
Signor Mussolini and high Italian officials, 
and he was warmly cheered by the crowd. 

It is stated that the conversations will 
have no political side, but the imperative 
need for the continued independence . o! 
Austria will be reaffirmed. 

Three memoranda, submitted by Italy, 
Austria and Hungary respectively, are to 
form the basis of the conversations. These 
memoranda are already being studied by 
the economic experts of the three delega- 
tions. 

The Italian one is based on the recom- 
mendations of the conference at Stresa 
and the Italian memorandum of last 
September. It proposes bilateral regional 
agreements, with Customs preference for 
Hungarian cattle and industrial products. 
in exchange, Italy wishes to sel] more of 
ler industrial goods. 

In the Goemboes-Mussolini talk yester- 
day Italo-Hungarian trade questions were 
discussed, and, in particular, the question 
of railway freight between the two 
countries. This question is one cf the 
toughest of the whole meeting. 

Hungary at present does little trade 
with Italy. Almost her sole exports are 
grain and cattle. Italy does not wish to 
buy much grain as she is conducting a 
“grain campaign ” of her own, and she 
can get cattle more cheaply from Yugo 
slavia owing to closer proximity. More- 
over, the cheapest railway route for her 
trade with Italy is via Yugoslavia, and 
Yugoslavia is not represented at this con 
ference. 


IDEAL TRADING UNIT. 

Differences of this sort exist between 
Italy and Austria, too. They are due to 
the fact that, ideally speaking, Italy ie 
best fitted to trade with Yugoslavia and 
Austria with Czechoslovakia. 

This fact is realised in Italy, and 
Italians have constantly repeated that they 
wish to see the scope of the present con- 
versations extended to include the Little 
Entente. 

The ideal trading unit, it is felt, would 
comprise the old Austro-Hungarian 
Empire. Rigas of a modification of her 
hitherto hostile attitude to Italy have been 
noticed in Czechoslovakia of late, and it 
has been rumoured that Dr. Benes might 
pay a Visit to Rome. But so far the hand 
of friendship extended by Italy has not 
been fully grasped,

BRITISH REVENUE. 


SURPLUS RISES TO 
£15,202,741. 


——_ eo —— 


The British national revenue last week 
exceeded expenditure by £8,942,685, the 
figures being: —Revenue, £21,892,468; ex- 
periditure, £12,949,7853. 

This excess raised the current surplus, 
after including the ‘debt payment to 
America, £3,304,392, aid Sinking Fund 
payments of £7,245,097, to £15,202,741. 

Last year at- the corresponding date 
there was a deficit of £41,874,120, but the 
debt payments to America and the Sink- 
ing Fund payments were then very much 
higher. er 

Ordinary ~revenue from April lst to 
March 10th was £676,908,092. In the 
three weeks which remain of the financial 
year £21,868,908 is needed to complete the 
Budget estimate of £698,777,000,° just 
about the same amount as was received 
last week. 

Ordinary expenditure to March 10th 
was £651.185,862. The amount of esti- 
mated ordinary expenditure now unspent 
is £49,680,138. 

The total ordinary revenue to March 
10th was £10,060,703 less than for the 
corresponding period last year, and total 
ordinary expenditure was. lower by 
£21,907 ,923. 

Income tax receipts last week were not 
unsatisfactory, being £10,215,000, com- 
pared with £11,393,000 for the correspond- 
ing week a year ago, a decrease of 
£1,178,000. It must be remembered, how- 


| ever, that only one-half of the year’s tax 


under certain schedules is payable, com- 
pared with three-quarters in the preceding 
year. | | 

Receipts from income tax from April 1st 
to March 10th were £211,532,000, com- 
pared with £228,766,000 for the similar 
period last year. 

In the three remaining weeks of the 
financial year £17,218,000 is needed to 
meet the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s 
income tax estimate of £228,750,000, an 
average of about £5,700,000 a week, or 
less than half of last week’s receipts. 

Customs receipts to March 10th were 
£168,265,000, compared with £157,455.000 
for the similar period of last year. They 
now exceed by £300,000 the estimate of 
£167,965,000 from this source. 

Excise receipts-were £101,200,000, com- 
pared with £114,730,000, but they exceed 
the estimate by £18,000. 

Estate duties now have yielded £7,110,000 
in excess of the estimate—£74,750,000.

Herr Schmidt, Minister of Economics, 
in explaining the law, said that trade, 
industry, and commerce in the future will 
be divided into twelve principal groups, 
each resporfsible to a leader appointed by 
the Ministry. The groups include bank- 
ing, insurance, transport, chemicals, food- 
stuffs, and iron and metal. 


COURTS OF HONOUR. 


The Minister stressed that. the new law 
did not mean that henceforth there would 
be no honest rivalry between firms. All 
firms must in future, however, belong to 
their special group, and submit to its 
orders regarding decent competition, in 
respect of which courts of honour would 
decide. 

The leader of the German economic 
organisation created by the Government, 
which will have the trade groups unde~ 
its control, is Philip Pessler, a forty-six- 
year-old electrical engineer, who since 1931 
has been the chairman of the Bergmanns 
Electrical Company. He is Hitler’s in- 
dustrial adviser, and naturally a Nazi. 
Herr Kessler's duty will be the solicitor, 
Count von der Goltz. 

Herr Krupp von Bohlen has been 
appointed leader of the mining group, but 
remains President of the German Fh 
trial League; Herr Blohm, of the famous 
shipping firm of Blohm and Voss, is the 
head of the machinery and electrical 
industry group; and Dr. Voegler, the 
well-known industrialist, becomes head of 
the building and glass industry group. 


KING WILLIAM AND

QUESTION OF REHANGING

The Times observes in an _ editorial 
article to-day:—The achievement of the 
Ottawa. Conference was that it took a first 
step towards uniting the countries of the 
British Empire into a group of countries 
willing to promote the freer exchange 
between one another. of their comple- 
mentary products, and ready also to 
abstain from artificial encouragement of 
industries which they cannot maintain 
except at serious economic loss. The 
principle was adopted that Governments 
in each country should give encouragement 
only to industries reasonably assured’ of 
sound opportunities for success. This, of 
course, is a very elastic formula, and 
there has already been a good deal of 
controversy over the interpretation of the 
agreements by which the Dominions 
limited their freedom of action in the 
protection of their secondary industries ; 
but at the Conference it was not foreseen 
that Great Britain would embark upon a 
serious effort to restore her own agri- 
cultural industries, and some recent 
developments’ have caused anxiety in the 
Dominions. They are frankly alarmed at 
the prospect that their share of the British 
market may be too drastically restricted 
by quota regulations for the benefit of 
the British farmer. 

The Times remarks that a_ clearly 
thought out policy for agriculture is 
certainly needed, and adds: Some means 
must be found of creating effective 
machinery to assemble and study the 
many difficulties of a complicated problem 
and to direct to a common end the efforts 
made to solve the individual problems 
which are its component parts—or, in 
more concrete terms, to make sure that 
the Ministry of Agriculture, Board of 
Trade and Dominions Office are all work- 
ing to the same purpose in fulfilment of a 
common plan. What is required is a 
coherent policy of economic reconstruction 
as Shil all the schemes for internal 
development, the agreements with the 
Dominions, and the arrangements for ex- 
panding foreign trade have been fitted 
with all possible care and forethought.

JAPANESE NAVAL 
LOSS. 


THIRTEEN RESCUED FROM 
CAPSIZED VESSEL. 
From Revutrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
SASEBO, Wednesday. 


By six o'clock this morning thirteen 
survivors of the torpedo boat Tomozuru 
hed been rescued, and seventeen corpses 
recovered. The crew, officers and men, 
numbered 113. The _ first survivors, 
three members of the engine-room staff, 
who floated to the surface unscathed, 
stated that there were still eight others 
alive in the engine-room. The survivors 
had escaped through a hatchway when 
pontoons had lifted the hull. 

The vessel, one of Japan’s latest tor- 
pedo boats, was completed on February 
23rd last, and commissioned on Tuesday 
last week. 

A vessel of 527 tons, she is under the 
tonnage affected by the London Naval 
Treaty, and belongs to a type ordered by 
the Japanese Government to supplement 
the larger boats. She is very heavily 
gunned for a ship of her size, carrying 
three 5-inch guns as against the four 4.7- 
inch guns carried by the British Acasta 
type, which has more than double her dis- 
placement. 

The occurrence has deeply perturbed 
naval experts here, as Japan had planned 
to build sixteen similar craft.

QUOTED.

Comparisons between India and Ireland i 


were drawn by Lord Carson, when he 
spoke last night at a meeting ol the 
Chelsea group of the India Detence League 
at his home, Eaton place, Westminster. 

Do not let us once more make the great 
fatal and horrible mistake in the pages 
of our history olf abandoning Our OWu 
people and those who are willing, if we 
only stick to them, to be loyal to us, he 
said. 

I know there is one great answer that 
is always given when you raise that pomt 
with the people who are so intent upon 
handing over India: “Oh! look at the 
safeguards there will be.” I went over all 
that safeguard business for forty years. 1 
discussed it year after year with the late 
Lord Balfour, and he said: ‘‘Once you 
give the franchise and set up a people with 
a Government under that franchise, you 
dare not interfere with them. 

Why don’t you interfere with them in 
Ireland now? They tell you they wont 
pay the money that 1s due in black and 
white to this country, and won't pay the 
pension. They won't do anything. All 
those were safeguards. . 

The blackest page in the history of this 
great country will be the abandoning those 
whose only crime is that they are true to 
your Sovereign, your dynasty, and your 
Empire. 

Having pointed out that the population 
of India, which was nota cohesive country, 
was about three hundred and fifty millions, 
Lord Carson said—How many of these 
know anything about England? How 
many have formed, or are prepared to 
submit, adjustments on any of these great 
questions which arise when you are setting 
up ‘local institutions,’ as we are 
pleased to call them here? You would 
think, as regards the bulk of Indians, it 
was like granting a deed of corporation to 
Croydon or something. ‘They know nothing 
about it. I sat for ten years as a member 
of His Majesty’s Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council. I may have learnt 
very little, but I learnt something. I know 
there is something different between a 
Hindu and a Moslem. ‘The bulk of the 
questions which came before him as a 
member of the Judicial Committee, he 
said, were concerned with differences of 
religious view points, and the least sincere 
differences they were. 

Do not, he added, let anybody attempt 
to minimise the task that is Kefore us. 
This country—and when I talk of country 
I mean the democracy of this country— 
knows little or nothing of India. The bulk 
of us know ‘little or nothing of India in 
regard to the aspects of this attempted 
Government it is proposed to set up, and 
India knows very little about us. 
talk of India as if it were Connemara or 
somewhere. They talk about it as if it 
were a little place like the place where 
I was born, but no longer live, called 
Ireland. They forget the magnitude of 
the question. Ireland at the outset had 
about four million inhabitants. I leave 
it to the British, who betrayed us, whether 
they were very successful with the betrayal. 
Having stated that he feared a repetition 
of the Ireland betrayal in the case of 
India, he said:—I ask vou from the 
bottom of my heart to put the whole of 
your hearts into the fight.

HE general impression in Madrid to- 
night is that the acute danger point 
has now passed in Spain. 

Sefior Salazar Alonso, Minister of the 
Interior, received a great ovation in the 
Cortes to-night from all parties, except the 
Socialists, for his skilful handling of the 
situation, 

He told the Cortes that the Government 
was determined to wipe out terrorism— 
‘even if exceptional measures should be 
necessary,” he added, turning to the 
Socialists. His declaration has: helped to 
consolidate the Government’s position in 
the Cortes. 

The newspaper workers are still on 
strike, and only two newspapers—one 
Catholic and one Socialist—weré on sale-in 
Madrid this morning. Arrests made to-day 
in connection with the sale of newspapers 
numbered forty-seven. 

Attempts to set fire to printing works by 
means of inflammable liquids were partly 
successful, but the Fire Brigade extin- 
cuished the flames before serious damage 
was done. 


STRIKE AGITATION. 


A strike movement is being actively 
organised in Barcelona by the National 
Labour. Confederation, the - Workers’ 
General Union and the Workers’ Alliance, 
but it is generally. believed it will fail. 
All is quiet at the moment, though many 
arrests have been made. 

The general strike declared by the 
National Labour Confederation to begin 
on last Sunday midnight did not come to 
anything, as the Confederation represents 
only a small section of the workers of 
Spain. The Confederation was declared 
illegal by the Government on Saturday. 

In Valencia strikers attempted to set 
fire to 6,000 bales of jute with inflammable 
liquid, but were prevented by the police. 

Government lorries are supplying coal 
and other necessities to hotels and restau- 
rants in view of the continuance of the 
transport strike. 

A law‘tor the increase in railway fares 
has been drafted, and will be presented to 
the Cortes immediately.

PARACHUTE NOT 
IN POSITION. - 


“MIGHT HAVE SAVED 
HIMSELF.”—coroner. 


—& 
VERDICT of accidental death was 
returned at the inguest at Thorn- 
bury, Gloucestershire, last night, on Air- 
crattman Charles Edward Griffiths, who 
was killed on Sunday when an aeroplane 
of No. 501 (City of Bristol Bomber) 

Squadron crashed in a field near Thorn- 
bury. Griffiths was acting as observer. 

‘The pilot, Flying Officer William Kent 
Le May, Royal Air Force Special Reserve, 
made a parachute descent and landed 
unhurt. | 

The jury attached no blame to anyone. 

The Coroner, summing up, said it was 
clear on strong evidence that, if Griffiths 
had had his parachute on according to 
regulations, he might have saved himself. 

Griffiths’s parachute, which was never 
used, was an exhibit at the inquest. 

Flying Officer Le May stated that he 
was piloting his plane back from Castle 
Bromwich. 

“ When we got to Thornbury,” he said, 
‘*T noticed a sweet, sickly smell like burnt 
varnish, 

‘“T looked round and could see nothing 
wrong, but then almost immediately I was 
enveloped in a cloud of smoke. As soon as 
I saw the smoke 1 closed my throttle and 
turned the petrol off, and started into a 
slide. Our height was then about 15,000 
ieet. 

TOLD HIM TO JUMP. 

‘“Directly I closed my throttle down I 
turned to my passenger and told him to 
jump. I did not hear him reply.” 

Replying tó the Coroner, Flying Officer 
le May said that it was his duty to say 
when to abandon the craft. He thought 
his passenger would have heard him. 
because the engine was bv then turned off 
or “ throttled back.” The passenger had 
a parachute and had received instructions’ 
on how to use it that very morning. i 

“IT staved until I could not keep the 
"plane in control any longer,” said Flying 
Officer Le May. He thought it was about 
500 or 600 feet when he jumped. His 
parachute operated successfully. 

Dr. George Mogg, medical officer to No. 
501 Bomber Squadron, said he had passed 
Griffiths as fit. 

Dr. Mogg said that the pack was meant 
to be worn while flying, except in certain 
circumstances, such as bombing, machine- 
gun fire, etc. When taken off it was put 
in a steel container on the front of the 
dashboard, from which it could be got out 
and clipped on “ina flash.” 

The parachute pack itself, said Dr. 
Mogg, which should have been on the dash- 
board, was found in the steel container on 
the front of the dashboard. The harness 
was on the dead man, but only one of the 
two clips attaching the parachute to the 
harness was buckled on. The man had 
started putting his parachute on, but had 
not had time to buckle them both on. Had 
he had the parachute already in position 
he would have jumped safely out. _ 

‘The Coroner, summing up, said that it 
certainly looked on strong evidence as if 
the parachute had not been on the man’s 
body according to regulations, but in the 
container. -If there was any fault in that 
matter, he said, it was the unfortunate 
man’s own fault or misfortune.

SENATOR CONNOLLY'S 
VIEW. 


“The New Deal ' was the subject of a 
lecture that the Free State Minister for 
Lands and Forestry delivered before a meet- 
ing of the Trinity College branch of Fianna 
Fail, in the Central Hotel, Dublin, last night, 
Mr... H. Nicholls presiding. 

Senator Connolly dealt with the movement 
known as “ The New Deal ” in the United 
States of America, and observed that dis- 
cerning observers would see many similarities 
and parallels between the problems facing 
President Roosevelt and the problems con- 
fronting them in Ireland. They would also 
discern very similar desires and aspirations 
in the policy that President Roosevelt was 
pursuing and the poiicy that the Free State 
Government was pursuing. President Roose- 
velt aimed at the well-being of the plain 
people, and so did President de Valera’s 
Government. 

The situation was extremely difficult, but 
if. was encouraging to find that at least one 
of the world Jeaders in State craft had the 
courage to be a realist and to face the situa- 
tion boldly. | 

President Roosevelt might fail, however 
much he deserved to win through, but, having 
set his hand to the plough, he must go on. 
They in Ireland were vitally concerned with 
“the new deal,” and, while the road ahead 
here was difficult, it was less difficult than 
A “new deal’’ was re- 
quired here, but it would take time and 
patience and energy to effect it.

There was no dispute about 
land annuities or tariffs in 1922; it was all 
about the Republic, which had _ receded 
further and further into the dim distance 
under the rule of the so-called Republican 
Party. The evolution into constitutional 
democrats of the present President and his 
Executive Council had been one of the most 
painful and costly processes ever undergone 
by any country. | 

It would be an inspiring and really hopeful 
thing for the future if the other parties 
were to abandon their errors and delusions, 
Mm all about economic wars and Republics, 
and unite with the United Ireland Party 
to put into effect in Ireland the social pro- 
gramme outlined by Pope Pius XI. 


CORPORATE STATE. 


It was not true to say that the setting 
up of the Corporate State must involve the 
suppression or ubolition of Parliament. It 
should involve a diminution in the business 
of Parliament, and make possible a reduc- 
tion in the number of deputies, but there 
was rotling revolutionary in that. What it 
would necessitate was a recognition by poli- 
ticlans that much more influence in the 
sharing of social and industrial policy ought 
to be given to the ordinary citizens, 
organised in their various associations and 
professions than was now given.

R. MacCARVILL, Chairman, presided 
D yesterday at a meeting of voca- 
tion of the National University, which 
was held in Dublin, and moved the election 
of a special Irish Graduates’ Committee to 
deal with the question of seturing appoint- 
ments for graduates of the» University to 
positions in connection with industries being 
established in the Free State. ; 
; Dr. MacCarvill explained the previous pro- 


with the setting up of. a committee which, 
he said, originated in Convocation. It was 
because he was anxious that the. committee 
to be appointed should have the sanction of 
the graduates as a whole that he had put 
down his motion. He moved his motion to 
appoint a committee. á 

r, Flood said that the motion did not 
comply with the rules. He hoped that when 
the motion came on as a substantive motion 
that the chairman would have the decency 
to ask the Chancellor to preside. . 

The Chairman—How do you know I did 
not? . : 

Other objections to the motion having been 
made, 

The Chairman said that the graduates 
walking the streets would not be interested 
in such objections. 

Dr. Flood moved an amendment in effect 
negativing the motion. He said that members 
of the provisional committee had informed 
the meeting that they would not consent to 
ratification of their appointment by Con- 
vocation, because the committee would not 
consent to be subordinate to anybody and at 
the same time secure the ends for. which 
it was called together. Certain persons had 
said that if they. were.not put .on the com- 
mittee they would wreck it in Convocation. 
Those persons were not put on the committee 
and would not be put on it.. The committee 
was for the most part. being operated’ by 
whole-time professors of the University, and 
Cork and Galway were represented on it. The 
name had been changed to the National Uni- 
versity Graduates’ Committee, and in order 
to continue its work of getting appointments 
certain funds were necessary, but Convyoca- 
tion had none to give. 


RUN BY THE SENATE. 


The National University Graduates’ Com- 
mittee was being run by the Senate of the 
University, as was the case in London. This 
Committee would not be subordinate to any- 
body but the Senate of the University. If 
the Committee now proposed were set up lá 
would mean another committee, and there 
would be two. ‘Women graduates had not 
been excluded. There were no: women on it 
at present, but it-was. intended to elect. certain 
women. The committee already had found 
jobs for pane and placed them in them, 
and neither the chairman nor anyone who 
manporees him had done the same. They were 
delivering the goods, and if another com- 
mittee were set up it would be in the way. 

A member said that the Senate had had 
long enough to form such a committee, but 
would never have done so but for the motion 
brought forward at the last meeting of Con- 
vocation. 

Professor Agnes O’Farrelly deplored the 
situation that had been revealed, and said 
that they ought to seek some sensible solu 
tion to the present difficulty. She suggested 
that they should appoint a certain number of 
their members to meet the existing committee 
with a view to trying to arrive at a working 
arrangement.

LECTURE BY PROFESSOR 
MARY HAYDEN. 


At the opening meeting of University 
College, Dublin, Historical Society last 
evening, Dr. Coffey, President, presiding, Pro- 
fessor Mary T, Hayden, Vice-President, read 
a paper on Giraldus Cambreusis (Gerald the 
Welshman), in the course of which she said 
that Giraldus was born about the year 1147 
in the Castle of Manorbier, near Tenby, in 
Pembrokeshire. Thus his Welsh nationality, 
was only by birth. 

The child’s interest in things clerical was 
observed by his father, who used jestingly 
to call him “his little bishop,’’ sail it was 
resolved to give him a literary education, 
which was meant to prepare him for the 
Church. 

In 1184 King Henry summoned Gerald to 
Court and made him one of his chaplains. 
In the following year the King decided to 
send his youngest son, John, to Ireland. A 
couple of years before this Gerald had spent 
some time in Iyeland studying the country. 
and the origin of the peoplé. 

Many years later, when Gerald advised 
Prince John to go to win laurels for himself 
in Ireland, he received the sneering reply: 
“I am not as fond of Ireland as you are, 
Archdeacon. I haven't so many relatives 
there.” When Giraldus returned to England 
he employed himself in writing his topography 
of Ireland, which two years later he read 
publicly at Oxford. 

‘‘We cannot,” said Miss Hayden, ‘‘under- 
stand the medieval writers: We stretch out 
our hands in vain across. the centuries trying 
to grasp the hands of those bloodless shades. 
Quite other than those was Giraldus. He was 
real flesh and blood “this learned, vain, 
pugilistic cleric, so confident of his own 
merits, so bitter towards his opponents, and 
yet so zealous, according to his ‘lights, for 
the honour of the Church; so ardent in 
reform, so diligent in the discharge of his 
duties as he understood them, We should 
have said good-bye to him with regret, and 
our parting expression would be one of hope 
that if we met again that meeting would 
have been more than empty politeness.”

Mr. Belton went on to state that the con- 
ference was called íor by the Committee of 
Agriculture to deal particularly with the allo- 
cation of export licences for fat cattle, but 
generally to review the whole position of 
agriculture. It was a safe assumption that

THE CHIEF FACTOR. 


The chief factor in the situation locally was 


that they had no market for their saleable 


surplus of goods, and with the exception of 
the wheat bounty this county derived no 
advantage from the Government's generosity. 
Nationally ‘the situation had many factors 
that required investigation. The county was 
committed to a tillage policy, and he -would 
strongly urge on this conference not in any 
way to attack that policy in principle; for 
policy was the inherent right of any Govern- 
ment, and to attack a big principle of Go- 
verriment policy like this would be the surest 
way to defeat the ends they had in view. For 
the same reason they should not question 
the right of their Government to withhold the 
annual payments to England. “They should 
confine their case to the Goyernment’s hand- 
ling of the situation produced by the Go- 


vernment’s tillage policy and their withhold- 


ing of those payments.. They would also be 
within their right in “considering the effect 
of the Government’s industrial. policy, with- 
out, of course, challengiug that polcy, on 
the present situation and the Government s 
handling of that policy in relation to agri- 
culture. They knew and it was, of course, 
accepted, that increased tillage meant 1n- 
creased live stock. It was mot, perhaps, as 
well known that the success of increased 
tillage would depend on a remunerative price 
for live stock and live stock products. 


TOWARDS DISASTER. . 

No tillage policy could succeed in this 
country which depended entirely on produc- 
ing crops to be used directly for human food. 
Any tillage economy they. could adopt would 
produce four times more animal food than 
human food, It was obvious, therefore, that 
thé animal food end of farming must be the 
paying end, and to adopt an economy that 
would run that end at a loss would be to 
invite agricultural and national disaster. They 
had in that county at the moment the 
problem of carrying over 1,000 fat cattle— 
the product of tillage—and no market for 
them. How could the county pay its way or 
eatend its tillage in such circumstances! 
Mr. Belton added that the situation was 
a very serious one. There was. nothing 
between the Sheriff going to every farmer's 
house in County Dublin and taking out his 
furniture except a bare majority of one at 
the County Council. The rate collectors said 
that they had gone to the farmers and had 
been offered cattle, which were of no use to 
rate collectors. The County Council’s obvious 
duty. was to collect rates, and unless they 
made this a public question the farmers’ 
tables, beds and sofas would be taken out and 
sold, 

Senator Counihan said that licences to 
export to the extent of one seventh had been 
given out twice in the last month and once, 
in March, and more licences were to be given 
at the end of this month. i ; 

A lengthy discussion ensued, during which 
Senator Counihan said that no relief of rates, 
nor even getting the land free, would do any 
good to the farmers until they got back their 
market. 

It was decided to appoint a committee to 
put the case before President de Valera, and 
General O'Duffy, leader of the Opposition. 

The committee consists of Messrs. Belton, 
Counihan, Kennedy and Butler.

WORKING TO FULL CAPACITY 
A RESULT OF THE CEREALS ACT. 


N Irish Times representative who set 

out to discover the facts about the 
Free State milling industry and its 
prospects was told by a miller that there 
was a danger of there being over-pro- 
duction in one or two years’ time as a 
result of the extension of milling licences 
at present in contemplation by the 
Government. 

On the other hand, the view of 
another, who might be described as a 
financier, was that no safer investment 
could be found than the milling in- 
dustry, which was assured of a pro- 
tected market for its products in the 
future, ‘and not only of a protected 
market, but of a demand that showed 
little variation owing to the importance 
of bread as a staple article of diet. 


WORLD’S WHEAT CROPS. 


By way of introduction a few extracts 
from the Encyclopadia Britannica (1929) 
on the subject of Grain Production and 
Trade may be quoted. First of all, as 
the miller who was interviewed stated 
‘that the world’s consumption of bread 
tends to decrease, the figures relating 
to the world’s wheat crops may be given. 
The totals (in thousands of quarters of 
480ib.) for five representative years 


“At each season’s end,” says the 
article in the Encyclopedia Britannica, 
‘the world’s reserves of foodstuffs are 
found to be just sufficient to provide for 
any brief seasonal interval. This fact 
is not a little curious in the case of a 
plant like wheat, seeing that in one 
country, or in one season, it will yield 
ten bushels per acre and in another 
twenty bushels. 

“Yet no instance can be adduced 
where the world’s crop of one season 
has been found to be anything like 
double the size of the next preceding or 
next subsequent crop, though, on the 
other hand, there are many instances 


where the crop of one country in one 


year, compared with another year, may 


be startlingly deficient or excessive.* It 
may be stated as a fact that the average 
world’s production of a ten years’ period 
is found to be equal to the average 
requirements of. the same 


world’s 
period.” ” 


WHEAT DISPLACES RYE. 


One of the most striking features is 


the gradual displacement of rye by wheat 
in the dietary of the European races. 


It would seem as if wheat would become 


the staple bread-stuff of the Caucasian 


peoples, 
of the races of the Orient. 


Our representative was told that 55 


to 60 per cent. of the wheat used in 
Free State bakers’ flour is Canadian. 


In 1927 the average British loaf was 


made from wheat of which 56 per cent. 
was North American, 12 per cent. from 
the Argentine, | 
United Kingdom, and the 
Australia, India and Russia. 

When our representative interviewed 
a leading Free State miller he was told 
that the native wheat which is now 
available is the best that has been seen 
in this country for thirty years, that 
being the result, no doubt, of the good, 
dry season. It was better than any 
wheat imported from the Continent. 

This native wheat produces a flour 
which is quite suitable for housewife’s 
use, for the baking of soda bread, and, 
if all the Free State’s bread was baked 
at home, it ‘would be possible entirely 
to do without imported wheat. Thr 
flour ordinarily sold in retail shops 
could be 100 per cent. a native product 

Nowadays, however, all housewives 
are not competent to control a griddle 
while many palates are too fastidious 
to be content with such homely fare as 
soda breail, 


rest from 


BAKERS’ BREAD. 


Native wheat would not be suitable 
for the production of loaf bread, in the 
flour for which there must be an ad- 
mixture of strong Canadian wheat. 
About 55 to 60 per cent. of the wheat 
used in the flour for bakers’ bread is 
Canadian. 

Of the flour used in the Irish Free 
State about 50 per cent. goes to the 
bakeries and the remaining half to the 
home, either direct from the mill or 
through the shops. 

All the flour mills in the Irish Free 


and, perhaps, of some at least 


17 per cent. from the 


State are wetking to their full capacity. 
That, it was explained, was a result of 
the Cereals Act. 


QUOTAS TO MILLERS. 


Under the Cereals Act the Govern- 
ment allocated quotas of wheat to the 
full capacity of each mill. Millers are 
not permitted to mill more than their 
quota, and if they mill as much as 10 per 
cent. less they may be asked the reason 
why. The regulations under the Act 
provide for a working week of 132 hours, 
and in most mills a three-shift system 
is in operation. In the milling industry 
there are 50 working weeks in the year. 

When it had been discovered what 
amount of wheat could be ground in the 
Irish Free State the Government de- 
cided that each miller would have to 
grind 4 per cent. of native wheat in his 
requirements. As a matter of fact, when

the millers got going they could not 
obtain the native wheat to fulfil the 
Government’s orders. This year, how- 
ever, the yield of home-grown wheat has 
beet considerably larger, and in the 
coming twelve months it is likely that 
more than 4 per cent. of native wheat 
will be required to be used. 


CONSUMPTION FIGURE. 


The flour consumption of the Irish 
Free State at the present time is 2,600,000 
sacks per annum. The mills which are 
now operating, with a little overtime, 
are milling 2,550,000 sacks, so that 
demand exceeds production by 50,000 
sacks. The Government, however, pro- 
poses to’ increase its milling licences, 
and, our representative was informed, 
when various extensions to old mills have 
been made and other contemplated new 
mills, or new mills already being built. 
have been completed, their productive 
capacity will be 468,000 sacks. The 
country will then be over-milled to the 
extent of 418,000 sacks. 

Our informant, being a _ long-estab- 
lished miller, naturally did not look 
upon this projected increase with 
enthusiasm. His view was that the 
country’s consumption of flour would 
not goup. A very big increase of popu- 
lation would be necessary, he said, to 
use nearly halfsa million sacks of flour. 
The consumption of flour and bread, he 
stated, was falling throughout the world, 
and the Free State had experienced that 
fall, too. 


HARD TIMES: 


The Trish Times representative quoted 
the argument used in Dail Eireann last 
week that in hard times the working 
people used more bread than normally, 
but the reply was that the heel of a 
loaf thrown away in prosperous times 
was put to use in lean times, and while 
more bread might be eaten it did not 
necessarily follow that more bread was 
sold. | 

New people were coming into the mill- 
ing industry, and it was anticipated 
that in twelve or eighteen months the 
additional mills would be operating. 


‘Old mills were being extended and 


others re-opened after periods of idle- 
hess. 


EQUITASLE DISTRIBUTION. 


The theory that country mills will bx 
the mainstay of the native wheat-milling 
scheme was discredited. Each mill, 
was stated, is being licensed to produce 
in accordance with its capacity, so that 
the benefits of the Cereals Act extend 
equitably to city and port mills, as well 
us to those in the country. 

Free State mills, said the miller, pro- 


seed so quickly ; 


sain! about 82,000 tons of offal which 
could be used instead of imported maize. 
There is now a surplus of offal, with a 
consequent. lowering of price, and to 
compensate for that the cost of flour 
production was higher than it might be 
if there was a demand for the offal. 
Maize millers, it was pointed out, would 
reap an advantage from a greater use of 
offal, as they would not have the trouble 
of grinding the bran and pollard.

ITS AIMS AND OBJECTS.

A natural development in the [Irish 
Free State has been the founding of a 
Federation of Irish Industries. The 
strength of that organisation and the 
possibilities that lie before it were in- 
dicated by the success of the convention 
held @ few weeks ago in Dublin. Since 
then the membership has continued 
steadily to increase, and those at the 
head of the organisation are eminently 
satisfied with the progress that is being 
made. 

Primarily, the object of the Federa- 
tion 1s to unite the different manufac- 
turing interests in an organisation 
where their views may be gathered 
together for presentation in whatever 
direction is considered advisable for the 
advancement of Irish industry. It 
éxamines any .-Government proposal 
which is calculated to effect the welfare 
of industry, and takes what steps it 
considers necessary to have the views of 
the Federation placed before the depart- 
ment concerned. 

The Federation brings before each in- 
dustry the ful] particulars of the scope 
and extent of all other industries 
operating in tue State, with the object 
of developing inter-trading between 
them. It examines ways and® means 
whereby the financing of Irish industries 
may be brought into-closer accord with 
the requirements of manufacturers; it 
seeks to protect Irish industries from 
unfair transport charges, and assists in 
every way in the organising and de- 
veloping of export trade. 

One of the objects of the Federation 
is to demand differentiation in the 
assessinent.of income tax in favour of 
capital invested by Free State nationals 
in Free State industries. It is also 
ambitious to secure, as far as possible, 
consistent with nationa] requirements, 
that industrial development shall be re- 
tained in the hands of Saorstat 
nationals. 

The Federation, which is, of course, 
a non-political body, provides the mem- 
bers with a meeting place at which 
topics of interest to them may be dis- 
cussed and the views of representatives 
of all industries ascertained. It hopes 
to assist in setting up arbitration courts 
to adjust differences that may arise 
between employers and workers, and to 
deal with wages disputes. 

A further object of the Federation is 
the examination of the entire control of 
national credit.

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bee ones CE companies are like banks. 

They have got to enjoy the confidence 
of the public before they can hope to 
reap the fruits of success. The extent of 
the confidence they enjoy will be reflected 
in the amount of business they do, and 
if that business does not tend to increase 
steadily after a number of years the 
company may as well close down, for a 
big clientele is essential owing to the 
heavy overhead expenses that have to be 
borne by insurance companies. 


SINCE 1918. 


Only in recent years—the actual date 
of commencement may be placed at 
1918—-have serious efforts been made to 
develop insurance business by companies 
that are entirely Irish. The measure of 
success that has been achieved by Irish 
Free State companies has varied, but the 
more progressive of them have gone 
ahead in a manner that must be con- 
sidered very satisfactory. 

This is particularly the case in the 
matter of life insurance, though other 
branches of insurance have not been 
neglected; and there are at least two 
companies—possibly more—which have 
built up a promising business in fire 
insurance as well, 


FIRST INSURANCE BUSINESS. 


It is an interesting fact, to be read in 
conjunction with all that has appeared 
in the Irish Times in the past few days 
on the subject of commerce, that the 
earliest insurance was a part of the 
development of international trading, 
marine risks, to cover shipping and 
cargoes, being the first branch of the 
business of which there are records. 

There is a romantic, but unsubstan- 
tiated theory, that insurance was recog- 
nised as an element of the maritime 
commerce of antiquity. There is, how- 
ever, ample evidence of its use in the 
Middle Ages. 

A company was founded at Barcelona 
in the thirteenth century and another at 
Bruges, the principal of the trading 
towns of North-West Europe, in 1310. 
The first English statute on insurance 
appeared in 1601, but at least thirty 
years before that date there had been 
contracts of insurance in London. 


LIFE AND FIRE DEVELOPMENTS. 


The earliest known life policy was 
effected in 1583. Fire risks were the next 
development, and modern times have 
seen a considerable growth in the number 
and variety of risks covered. Personal 
accident, sickness, employers’ liability, 
burglary, motoring, aviation and loss of 
‘live stock have long been matters of 
everyday business with insurance com- 
panies. Nowadays it is possible even to 
insure against bad weather. 

When the first entirely Irish company 
came into being there was a big market 
in insurance already established, and this 
country’s insurance pioneers were tack- 
ling a task of some magnitude in view 
of the competition with which they were 
faced from firms with world-wide reputa- 
tions and almost illimitable funds. For

along steadily for sixteen years, and had 
built up a strong position, as was indi- 
cated by their income of £250,000 and 
their assets of £500,000. 

His experience may be taken as typical 
of those of a successful Irish company. 
The extent fo which his firm enjoyed the 
confidence of the Irish public, he 
remarked, was: seen in their life busi- 
ness, in which steady progress was being 
made.” They had a surplus in their 
ordinary life and in their industrial life 
branches. 

PROFITS ON POLICIES. 

The surplus in their ordinary life 
branch had enabled them to follow the 
practice of: some of their cross-Channel 
competitors. and pay a profits bonus on 
their policies, There was little doubt 
but that they would continue to show 
even greater profits, a share of which 
would find its way back to the policy- 
holders who had supported the firm. 

Some of the other Irish-owned com- 
panies had not been in business so long 
as his firm, and they were building up 
their business more slowly, His firm had 
managed to “ catch the tide,” and others 
had not been so fortunate. 


THE FUTURE. 

Discussing the future of insurance in 
the Irish Free State, Mr. O’Reilly stated 
that, with a continuance of the economic 
nationalism that was abroad to-day, the 
home institutions would naturally get a 
great deal of support which would 
strengthen their position in regard to 
outside competitors. It was, of course, 
impossible to state what effects any 
legislatson that might be introduced in 
the Oireachtas on the subject of insur- 
ance might have.

The Trade Loans Act, though it offers 
a degree of security on- which it is 
‘possible for bankers or other financial 
houses to grant an advance for a reason- 
ably long period to the person ‘who is 
unable to go elsewhere for capital, is 
open to serious criticism on the ground 
that the repayment to the bank, who 
will endeavour to fix the term of the 
Joan for as short a period as possible, 
must impose a severe strain upon the 
resources of a newly-formed business. 

At a meeting of the Dublin Society of 
Chartered Accountants some weeks ago 
a speaker pointed out in relation to the 
Trade Loans Act that it was “ obviously 
impossible for any company, unless it 
is making extraordinary profits, not 
only to pay dividends on Ordinary 
shares and Debentures and to pay 
amortisation of wasting assets, but, in 
addition, to provide for the repayment 
of half its original capital in the space 
of 14 or 15 years.” He was assuming 
that such a company had obtained the 
limit of guaranteed capital permitted by 
the Act, and put up as much as 60 
per cent. of the funds itself. 


HOME ADVANTAGES. 


The same speaker referred to “certain 
advantages for investiment here at 
present which did not pertain to invest- 
ments abroad.” -One was that new 
companies to be set up in this country 
would have a luxurious system of 
trading that, perhaps, no company in 
another country enjoyed—namely, a 
closed market, with a fixed staple price 
for their commodities. Secondly, they 
had an advantage in the fact that the 
Dublin Stock Exchange could never be 
subject to international currents in the 
same way as a large international 
market like London. 

In the Industrial Credit Company, to 
which reference has been made, the con- 
trolling share interest is held by the 
Governinent, and the first directors were 
nominated by the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce. Its affairs, however, 
are managed by the directors as if it 
were independent of the Government, 
and subsequent directors will be elected 
in the ordinary way. 


—————— 


market first, and until that was done 
satisfactorily it was unwise to covet the 
outside market. There were companies in 
small countries, like Switzerland, which 
did a great deal of foreign insurance, 
and, as a matter of fact, his firm had 
been offered agreements which would 
have enabled them to do business abroad, 
but, they considered that it was their 
principal duty to deal with the market at 
hand in the Irish Free State. 

A FIFTH TO IRISH COMPANIES. 

A great amount of work remained to 
he done in the home market, said Mr. 
O'Reilly. Only a fifth of the home busi- 
ness went to Irish-owned companies. He 
admitted that, with confidence in the 
Irish companies being steadily built up, 
the tendency would be for more busi- 
ness to be done with them, and there 
were many reasons why they should feel 
satisfied in that respect. 

The successes of one Irish company 
had repercussions in favour of the others 
as well ; for it impressed upon the public 
the fact that the home firms were sound 
businesses, with which it was safe to 
conduct insurance transactions.

‘pay annuities on a sliding scale.

MISSION TO LEPERS. . 


- 


The Archdeacon of Kilmore presided yes- 
terday at the annual meeting of the Mission 
to Lepers. which was held in the H.C.M.S. 
Hall, Molesworth street, Dublin. 

In proposing the adoption of the annual 
report and ac 9unts, Dr. Robert G. Cochrane, 
M.R.C.P.. Medical Secretary of the British 
Empire Leprosy Relief desadation. and 
Honorary Medical Adviser to the Mission to 
Lepers, said that for a number of years he 
had been privileged to watch the development 
of treatment of leprosy in the East, which 
would, he hoped, eventually lead to the con- 
trol of that dread scourge. The discovery of 
the organism of leprosy had taken place in 
1874, the date of the foundation of the Irish 
Mission, but it was not until the years follow- 
ing the Great War that medical men began 
to understand what should still be regarded 
as the ‘‘ Cinderella of tropical diseases.’’ As 
the result of recent studies they had begun to 
get a clue to the method of control and pre- 
vention of leprosy. The methods of treat- 
ment were at present better than they had 
ever been in medical history. He paid a 
special tribute to the native Indian doctors. 
“The work they are doing,” he said, “is 
magnificent.”’ 

The motion, which was seconded by the 
Rev. James M. Alley, was passed. 

The speakers at the evening meeting, which 
was presided over by the Very Rev. J. J 
Macaulay, D.D., were Dr. Cochrane and Mr. 
T. W. Wynne, Secretary for the North of 
Ireland District.

Were people on the Government 
benches too fearful of their past that things 
might be said against them if they sn a 
turned to take that line? 


GOVERNMENT’S POWERS. 

They were told in February, 1932, by the 
present President of the country #hat during 
the ten years since the Treaty there had been 
placed on the Statute, Book no less than six 
Public Safety Acts, three Firearms Acts, 
three Infringement of Laws Acts, four Juries 
Acts, one Treasonable Offences Act, one Pro- 
tection of the Community Act and the per- 
petual Coercion Act — the Constitution 
Amendment Act No. 17. None of these were 
withdrawn since the present Government 
came into office, and did that mean that the 
present Government had to keep that long 
list of Coercion Acts on the Statute Book, 
and to add this Blue Shirt Bill? They had 
heard of Bloody Balfour and Buckshot 
Forster. Were the Government bloodier than 
Balfour and were they fuller of buckshot 
than Forster? Then President de Valera had 
also said that he did not believe that the 
people of the country were so vicious that 
thev should be governed by coercion, that 
that was the British attitude, and were Irish 
Govérnments to be always like that? He 
(Mr. McGilligan) could re-echo those words 
now. The Government should use the powers 
in the bill against people who openly pro- 
fessed they would use force to overthrow the 
Constitution and the State, and not go out 
against the members of a political association 
wearing uniforms or badges. 

Progress was reported ani the House 
adjourned until 3 o'clock to-day. 


PORK GRADING IN 
THE NORTH. 


WORK OF THE FACTORIES. 


In an official statement regarding the Pigs 
Marketing Board in Northern Ireland it is 
urged that there is a real opportunity of 
expanding the bacon industry if the Northern 
farmers produce the right type of pig and the 
Wiltshire-side type of bacon. Producing on 
former lines is useless, the statement con- 
tinues, and urges that grading to secure the 
proper type can only be done at the factories, 
not at the pork markets. The statement con- 
cludes :— 


In order to secure smooth running of a 


scheme for quality grading when introduced, 
the Ministry has through its officers been try- 
ing out a scheme at a number of cirers’ 
premises. These trials will be carried out for 
some little time, but sufficient progress has 
been made to make it certain that quality 
grading can be carried out on the curers’ 
premises without delaying in any way the 
normal operations. 

Under the Meat Inspection Act, all pigs 
must be cut up at curers’ premises under the 
supervision of a veterinary inspector of the 
Ministry. ‘The staff, therefore, exisis already 
for the operation of a yen grading scheme, 
carried out by officials absolutely independent 
of either the Pigs Board, representing the 
producers, or the Bacon Marketing Board. 
All that will be required is a small expansion 
of this staff. Calculations show that quality 
grading in the curers’ premises by the 


Ministry's staff will involve a charge of ap- 


proximately 3d, per pig, which will come out 
of the existing levy, whereas, if it could be 
carried out at the market, the cost would 
amount to at least 10d: per pig. 

Under the system contemplated, the farmer 
will be paid the major part of the  price— 
say 50s. per cwt.—when he brings his pigs to 
the market, and that the balance, the amount 
of which will depend upon the quality grad- 
ing, will be paid later | 

If Ulster is, to seize the opportunity which 
has been offered—one which will never recur— 
vision is required and careful long-range plan- 
ning. It is impossible to build up a modern 
bacon industry on antiquated methods. If at 
this period people fail to learn from the faults 
of the past, and the Jessons taught by Den- 
mark, then the whole edifice that it is sought 
to build will collapse. The home market will 
be secured by English and Scottish producers, 
and failing them it will revert to the foreigner. 
No prospereus industry can be built og in- 
efficiency or the methods of our grandfathers.

was looking at a masterpiece. There was no 
idea of a new style of painting; the new 
‘style was simpiy there. The observer did 
wa judge this painting; the picture judged 
um, 

Artistic activ ty, the lecturer explained, 
was already ceasing before the shadow of 
National Socialism fell upon Germany. 
Neither National Socialism nor Fascism took 
much account of the artist, and he personally 
imagined that at present art was under a 
cloud in Germany. aeevigt a you can 
suppress art, however, said Mr. Sinclair, 
“you cannot suppress the artist.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Sinclair mentioned that 
during his stay in Germany he had en- 
deavoured to arrange for the holding of an 
exhibition of German art in Dublin. 
Although the German Government had been 
willing to assist, there had been no offer of 
co-operation from either official or private 
circles in Ireland, and the project had fallen 
through.

CERCLE DRAMATIQUE’S 
PLAYS. 


The Cercle Dramatique of the Dublin 
French Society rendered two plays at the 
Abbey Theatre last night. The first, “ Ze 
Pentre Exigeant” (‘The Exacting Artist’’) 
is a one-act sketch by Tristan Bernard, in 
which the affections and insincere preten- 
tions of the artist are ridiculed. A sensible, 
humdrum family of the bourgeoisie become 
hypnotised by the intricacies of the artist 
mind, which is ‘endeavouring te find itself 
and express itself. To help Hotzplotz, the 
Rigg egg rendered by Oscar Mac 

jilis—to this end, they allow their house 
to be disorganised, and finally even the 
daughter’s marriage is arranged to suit the 
caprice of genius. Daily the artist honours 
the misguided family by his visits, when the 
cntire household is at his beck and call. 
When, with considerable difficulty, the mar- 
riage plans have been ratified, they return for 
a word of praise to the studio. But the 
the artist’s eye has been captivated by the 
sight of a workman who is about to remove a 
parcel of staff from the walls. He intends to 
immortalise, in the muscular upraised arm, 
man’s work through the ages. Father, mother, 
maid, daughter and fiancee are ordered fron 
the room, and the curtain falls. 

The humour of the play worked on rather 
hackneved lines. 

The second production, “Ces Dames aux 
Chapeax Verts,"’ was of a more subtle 
variety. The scene is laid in a town in the 
French provinces in our day. Here the four 
ladies of the. green hats, survivals of the 
eighties, live a life of rigorous discipline 
under the shadow of the cathedral, Telcide, 
the third sister, dominates the others, thwart- 
ing even their most innocent wishes in the 
cause of virtue. She reproves even M. le 
Doven on the lateness of his visit. Aslette, 
a young cousin, who had led a gay life, comes 
from her Parisian schooi to this house, Read- 
ing novels, dining on the train, taking a "bus 
instead of a walk, are all crimes in the eyes 
of the ladies of the green hats, Through the 
priest’s permission to sell tickets for a bazaar 
she gains a little freedom. One day 
she reads the diary of the younger 
of the four sisters, and its record of 
a broken love affair. Among those whom 
she seeks out with bazaar tickets is M. 
Hyacinthe, a Professor (well acted by M. 
Robert Gaulet), who turns out to be the 
former admirer of Cousin Marie. 

The play ends on a happy note.  rlette 
marries a student of the college and Marie 
recovers her lost Professor. The three ladies 
of the green hats, however, continue their life 
by the clock. 

M. Philippe Guerlet acted the part of the 
student with a pleasant simplicity; Dr. 
Starkie represented the AP as whose ten 
years’ struggle with the ladies of the green 
hats over a stopped gutter was the subject 
of the second act. Arlette was played with 
vivacity by Jeanne Alibert, who shared the 
main honours with Yvonne Jammet. It was 
a pity that Mlle. <Alibert avoided facing 
the audience. Yvonne Jammet, as the prim 
Telcide, in her. black high-necked gown, com- 
bined the unusual] qualities of charm and 
wudishness, acquittimy herself extremely well. 
The lower part of the theatre was crowded ; 
members of the French colony and professors 
of both universities being present.
